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DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment filed July 7,2010 (hereinafter referred to as "the response) has been entered. 
Claim 80 has been amended. 

Accordingly, Claims 80-89 remain pending in the instant application. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 37 CFR 
1 . 1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible for continued 
examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the 
finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's 
submission filed on July 7,2010 has been entered. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The rejection of Claims 80-99 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, for lack of enablement over 
the full scope, is withdrawn in view of the arguments presented at pages 7-9 of the response of July 7, 
2010. 

The rejection of Claims 80-99 under 35 U.S.C. 102(a), as being anticipated by Okamoto et al. 
(2000, Proc. Natl. Acad. Sci. 97(13): 7561-7566, published online June 13, 2000), is withdrawn in view 
of the withdrawal of the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph. Accordingly, given the 
withdrawal of the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, the application is entitled to an effective 
filing date of June 5, 2000.
